Roaca, whois an elderly man and quite 
heavy, in getting off himself had the 
misfortune to make a mistep, and his 
foot was caught under ine wheei of 
the tender and crusted, as stated 
above. His prompt act.ou in reversing 
his epgine, however, saved tie traia 
No. 2, only the last car being slightly 
damaged. It was subsequently ascer- 
tained that train No. 1 haa not stopped, 
but had only sacked ita speed. Mr. 
Roach was brought to the city accom - 
panied by Mr Duify, of station No. 93, 
when his eel and tue lower part of his 
right foot were amputated by Dr. 
Thomas with the assistance of Dr. Dat- 
fy. Heis one of the oldest emp:oyes 
of the company, and tiiough nearly 70 
years of age, was ncied for bis activity, 
and was os efficient io the discharge of 
hisduties as many men aot half as 
old.

McLin continued to 
approach, trvi: g torun in near enough 
to strike, holding his head forward and 
down. In this position he ran up too 
near to Ludiey , and the bat struck him 
onthe temple just above the ear, frac- 
turing the skuil.
